2 relative to the display device can be adapted from a first position where information contained on 

3 the display device is not perceptible to the person to a second position where information 

4 contained on the display device is perceptible to the person by relative movement of the display 
s support assembly and without requiring that the person malce substantial change in body 

6 orientation or body position. 

1 54. (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 5 1 wherein one or both of two users 

2 can adapt the position of at least one display device to improve the viewing position for 

3 perception of information on the display device by movement of the display support assembly. 

1 55, (Previously Presented) The system of Claim 5 1 wherein the display device can be 

2 moved using the display support assembly from a non-use position where information contained 

3 on the display device is not perceptible to the person to an infuse position where information 

4 contained on the display device is perceptible to the person, 

1 56. (Original) The system of Claim 5 1 wherein the display device is configured for 

2 use by a plurality of users including a first group of at lea^t one person and a second group of at 

3 least one person and for movement between a first position and a second position so that in the 

4 first position information contained on the display device is perceptible to the first group and in 
B the second position information contained on the display device is percq)tible to the second 

B group, the information being private or concealed to the second group of users in the first 

7 position and pubHc or visible to the second group of users in the second position. 
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1 57. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of Claim 1 8 wherein the first joint 

2 comprises a pivotable joint between the display support assembly and the display device to 

3 fecilitate movement of the display device about a first axis and the second joint comprises a 

4 pivotable joint between the display support assembly and the display device to facilitate 

6 movement of the display device about a second axis so that the display device is selectively 
e repositionable relative to the support in at least one of upwardly, downwardly, laterally and

1 58. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of Claim 5 1 wherein the first joint 

2 comprises a pivotable joint between the second section of the display support assembly and the 

3 display device to fecilitate pivotal movement of the display device about a first axis and the 

4 second joint comprises a pivotable joint between the second section of the display support 

B assembly and the display device to fecilitate pivotal movement of the display device about a 

8 second axis and the third joint comprises a pivotable joint between the second section of the 

7 display support assembly and the display device to fecilitate pivotal movement of the display 

8 device about a third axis so that the display device is selectively repositionable relative to tloe 
d display support assembly in at least one of upwardly, downwardly, laterally and pivotably. 

1 59. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of Claim 57 wherein the first axis is a 

2 vertical axis and the second axis is a horizontal axis. 

1 60. (Previously Presented) The ^paratus of Claim 59 wherein the display support 

2 assembly is cantilevered away from the mounting structure in a generally horizontal orientation. 

T 61. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of Claim 5 8 wherein the first axis is a 

2 vertical axis and the second axis is a horizontal axis and the third axis is a horizontal axis 

3 transverse to the second axis* 

1 62. (Previotwly Presented) The apparatus of Claim 5 8 wherein the display support 

2 assembly is generally parallel to the second axis and the third axis. 
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1 63, (Previously Presented) Theappaiatusof Claim 58 wherein the display support 

2 assembly is movable in a first plane parallel to a second plane defined by the second axis and the 

3 third axis. 
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
